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DEATH OF THE EMPEROR OF CHINA. 


Although telegraphic news of this event reached us some 
time since, and has already been announced in our paper, full 
particulars of the occurrence, or rather the fullest we-can ex- 
pect to receive, have only reached us by this mail. 

Hien Fung died on the 22nd August, a victim to dis- 
sipation, in the 30th year of his age. On his accession to the 
throne in 1850, it was hoped that he would have ruled 
the Celestial Empire with wisdom and discretion, as he was 
naturally a man of considerable ability. But the charms of 
the harem utterly enslaved him, and he was content to leave to 
his brother, Prince Kung, the toils and responsibilities of go- 
vernment. It is difficult at preseut to anticipate the effects of 
this occurrence upon the Government of China, or upon our 
own relations with the Celestial Empire. Some reports state 
that Prince Kung will succeed to the throne, while others 
affirm that an elder brother will be nominated as Hien Fung’s 
successor; but it is still more probable, as the telegraphs 
have already announced, that his son will be the future Em- 
peror of China, - In this case, a regency must be appointed, and 
if Prince Kung obtains the office, it is not at all likely that our 
friendly relations with the Government will be disturbed. 





JAPAN. 

The state of affairs in Japan still continues in the most un- 
satisfactory state. It rests with our Government to state the 
course which is to be adopted. Mr. Alcock, it is said, has de- 
sired permission to retire from the difficult position in which 
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believe, is an error; we have been informed by a very good 
authority that she has not suffered the slightest damage.” 
Mr. G. 8, Morrison, Consul at Nagascki, is about to return to 
England on account of his health. 





CHINA. 
THE YANG-TSE-KIANG, 


The reports from Hankow, which are up to the 26th August, 
continue extremely favourable. The Chinese are regaining their 
confidence since the Rebels have retreated from the neighbour- 
hopd.. At the date mentioned, six steamers and one American 
sailing vessel were in the harbour. 

“Every vessel,” says a correspondent of the China Mail, «takes an 
average of 1,500 chests of tea, besides large quantities of flax, oil, vegetable 
wax, &c.” Rafts of timber are being sent down the river to Shanghai on 
the plan adopted in America. “There is one subject,” says the same 
sorrespondent, “which ought to be brought before our naval authorities, 
and that is the necessity that exists for a survey of the river Han, which to 
steamers like the Fire Dart, Willamette, &., is navigable for 300 to 400 
miles from its mouth on the Yang-tee. There are’s ii 
banks, and one of the largest and most important in the province it 
150 miles from Hankow. Of course the first trips would be 
senses experimental, but they would repay the trial Ithink. Whi 
the subject of surveys, I may say, I hear frequent complaints on the im- 
perfect and incorrect surveys of the river Yang-tse between Nanking and 
the Lang-ehan crossing, and in many places, the complainers say that the 
positions of banks are roughly placed, or that they have altered consider- 
ably since. A gun-boat might be advantageously employed on this service. ° 

Information from Nganking reports the capture of that city 
by the Imperialists, after a stubborn resistance of many months 
on the part of the Rebels and inhabitants, As far as can be 
gathered from the intelligence forwarded, it would appear that 
the city was impregnable to the attack of the besieging force, 
80 they resolved to starve the Rebel horde within the walls into 
submission. This had its usual effect where the besieged are 
determined to resist, and the horrors of famine raged within 
the devoted city, until it merged into cannibalism of the most 
frightful description. After every catty of ordinary food was 
consumed, and the most loathsome animals devoured, they re- 
sorted to eating human flesh, which was vended at eighty cash 
per catty, or about fourpence'per pound. It is reported, also, 
that three regiments or separate bands of the Rebels gave 
themselves up to the Imperialists as prisoners of war, under 
the impression that their lives would be spared, but they were 
slaughtered to a man, and their bodies thrown into the river. 
These were scen in hundreds floating down the stream by those 
on board the steamers Governor General and Carthage, and 
several sailing vessels from the upper ports on the Yang- 
tee-kiang. 














SHANGHAI. 

At Shanghai business is quiet, although a large number of 
vessels has arrived. The steam communication with the Yang- 
tse ports has been kept up vigorously, and as the floods on the 
river are subsiding, there is every likelihood of a large trade 
being done as the season advances, 

At Tien-tsin orders had been issued for a public mourning 
of the Emperor's death. Official documents were being issued 
under the blue seal, blue being the colour used for imperial 
mourning. 

An official notification states that Mr. John Markham, 
having returned from furlough, would resume his functions as 
H.B.M.'s Vice-Consul on the 1st September. 

An action was tried between Mr. Hallpike and Mr. C. S. 
Compton, the proprietor of the orth China Herald, for 
alleged breach of agreement as assistant editor. The sum 
claimed was 3,000 tacls, and the verdict given was—* That 
defendant pay to the plaintiff six mouths’ salary at the 
rate named inthe memorandum for second year’s remuneration, 
and six months’ rent at the rate named in defendant’s proposal 
of the 24th July, 1861, viz, total taels, 1,500; and that de- 
fondant pay the costs of the suit.” Several actions have been 
also tried in the Consular Court, for and agaiust Mr. P. T. 
Richards, late of Shanghai, and now established at Tien-tsin. 

At the monthly meeting of the North China Branch of the 
Royal Asiatic Society, a Catalogue2of Matrices, for types of the 
Chinese written characters, was presented to tho Socicty 
through the favour of the Netherlands Vice-Consul, and the 
thanks of the society were voted in return, This work has 
been completed quite recently, under the supervision of Dr. J. 
Hoffmann, Professor and Instructor of the Japanese and Chinese 
languages for the Netherlands Indian Government, by com- 
mand of His Excellency J, J. Rochussen, Ministerfor the Colonies, 
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with the sanction of His Majesty the King. To this catalogue 
there is appended a communication by Dr. Hoffmann, in which 
the matrices and types aro described, and their superior ad- 
vantages detailed. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Sarel’s interesting narrative of the pro- 
posed overland expedition through the interior of China and 
Thibet to India, appears in the Vorth China Herald of the 
S3lst of August. Colonel Sarel describes what he saw with 
considerable felicity, and his account of this (enterprising 
though unfortunate expedition possesses more than a passing in- 
terest. The first number of the new paper, the Shanghai Times 
was to be published on the 15th of September. It is to be a 
weekly as well asa daily journal, and proposes to devote itsclf 
mainly to the commercial interests of China, 

A new case of piracy is recorded in the silk districts, by 
which it appeara that a valuable cargo of silk, crape, cloth, 
specie, and other merchandise has been plundered from a. 
native vessel, and the crew, consisting of twenty Chinese, in all 
probability murdered. 

Miao-pei-lin, who was one of the Rebel chiefs, has now 
changed his course and been won over by the An-hui Governor 
uuder promises of great reward and distinction. Some refugees 
who have managed to effect their exit from Chia-ting, report 
that the Rebels in possession of the place are by no means 
numerous, the population consisting principally of kidnapped 
peoplé, and that hence there is a good opportunity open for 
recapturing it. In consequence, probably, of this intelligence, 
it is stated that 1,200 troops are to be despatched to Chia- 
ting for the purpose of retaking the place. 

‘Mr. Compton's house has been entered by burglar, who found 
his way into that gentleman's bedroom, who was fortunately 
aroused by the noise. The thief turned quickly and endea- 
voured to escape under the half-screen doors by which he had 
entered; to do so he had to go on his hands and knees; this 
enabled Mr, Compton to get firm hold of him by the “tail,” 
by which he dragged him back near to the fire-place, when he 
armed himself with a shovel, the first weapon that came within 
his reach. With this he struck him on the head several times, 
keeping him down all the time with great exertion, the thief 
making great efforts to rise or pull his antagonist upon him, 
In four or five minutes the house-boy, for whom he had called 
loudly during the conflict, came up, and police were sent for. 
Already some articles had been conveyed away, and it was 
evident the thief had an accomplice ; other things were found 
secreted upon his person. 

NEWCHWANG, 


& We mentioned in our number of the 28th ult., that an English 
gentleman attached to the British Consulate had been wounded. 
by some ruffiaus. It now appears that this was Mr. Davenport, 
who, we are happy to say, is recovering, though slowly, from his 
wounds, The steps taken to punish his assailants appear to. 
have had a good effect, the demeanour of the people being 
markedly more deferential than it was. It is stated in the 
North China Herald, that {no foreign merchant will be able to 
stand his ground at the port of Yang-tse, who does not stay 
during tho winter. During the whole of the frozen-up period. 
carts with produce from the east, north, and north-west, came 
into the place infhundreds, sometimes thousands, daily. They 
come from much greater distances than the river navigation 
reaches to in summer. Several circumstances combined to 
make that mode of conveyance remunerative for producers. At 
that season there is not farm employment for the farm carts 
and the draught cattle. The country being bare of crops, carts 
can drive everywhere across it, while the rivers, bays, &c., are 
frozen hard. It will take at least two, and more likely three 
winters to test fairly the commercial capabilities of the place. 
This year the people will learn what the traders are looking for; 
next year small quantities of produce will be brought on trial, 
and iu the third, the foreign merchant will be enabled to form 
some notion of the quantities in which they can be produced, 
and their cost at Yang-tse. 

There is a probability of a direct trade between that new 
port and England. Vessels drawing fifteen to seventeen feet 
of water can come into port without dificutlyduring seven 
months in the year. A certain quantity of goods has always 
been required there, and more will be wanted for the future, 
while several products are likely to prove remunerative exports 
to England. 

In climate Nowchwang and the port of Yang-tse are superior 
to Tient-sin or Peking. From the 15th to the 16th of July the 
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thermometer stood at 80 deg. at daylight, and up to 92 deg. at 
the hottest time of the afternoon. But that has been the hottest 
weather during the summer. Before that it was comparatively 
cool, and from the 2lst to the 24th it was 78 deg. at the 
coolest, and 89 deg. at the hottest times of the twenty-four 
hoors. On the evening of the 24th a succession of squalls blew 
with violence, and on the 25th, 26th and 27th, it was 65 deg. 
to 69 deg. at daylight. Since that up to the close of the month 
it bad been gradually getting warmer. There is none of the 
close steamy heat there which prevails at Canton and Shanghai, 
while mosquitos are comparatively unknown. The winter is 
expected to be severer than at Tient-sing; but the uative houses 
are so well built to meet the cold, and as there is very good 
coal to be had, and cheap firewood, the foreign resideuts have 
no fear of passing the winter comfortably at this uew port. 


F00-CHOW-FOO. 

For several weeks there has been considerable excitement, 
in consequence of rumours which have reached Foo-chow, in 
regard to the progress of the rebels in the northern province of 
Chek-kiang. It is said the viceroy contemplates leaving with 
all the troops he can raise; some say he wishes to raise 
15,000, or at least 10,000 men, The Tartar general and the 
governor are reported to be desirous that the viceroy should 
proceed to the field of strife in the north in person, which he 
seems to try to avold doing. 


HONG KONG. 

Two very good houses are being built on Victoria Peak for 
the Honourable John Dent and Mr, Hudson, on the hills a little 
beyond Mr, Remedio’s bungalow, and as the road from Victoria 
to Aberdeen is now patrolled at each half mile by an armed 
policeman, the locality may be considered safe for pedestrians. 

The condemned hulk Minden, belonging to the service, and 
lately sold, is to be broken up at Whampoa. 

All the policemen charged with extortion and conspiracy at 
the late Criminal Sessions, Hong Kong, have managed to get clear. 
‘Two were found guilty, and sentenced to six months’ imprison- 
ment each ; but the sentence was to be re-considered. 

A typhoon has been experienced in the China seas, and 
several vessels are reported in our shipping columns to have 
been damaged. It is feared also that we may yet hear of 
further disasters. This typhoon will, no doubt, be followed by 
another, as usual, 

At Kow-loong, on the 6th instant, the Commissariat sheds 
took fire, and their contents, consisting chiefly of large 
quantities of compressed hay and patent fodder, were utterly 
destroyed; the loss is estimated at about £40,000. The 
weather continues to be mild for this season of the year. 

At Swatow a gun-boat has her crew busily engaged in sur- 
veying the different passages and creeks, by order of tho 
Admiral. The typhoon of the 31st August was felt at Swatow 
in a strong gale with violent gusts from 4 px. till past mid- 
night. The wind blew from W.N.W., W.S.W., and South ; no 
damage was done. 

The arrival of the new American steamer Hankow is thus 
noticed in the Daily Press:— 5 

“The new steamer Hankow, under the command of Mr. George U. 
Sands, arrived in Hong Kong on 30th August. This vessel was singularly 
unfortunate before leaving the American Coast, for she fell in with a most 
violent gale of wind, which compelled her to put into the Delaware River 
for repairs. She has however reached this port without further accident, 
and now lays in the harbour, one of the most perfect efforts in river ship- 
building we ever saw. The ship as well as machinery has been constructed 
under the personal superintendence of Capt. Sands. Her dimensions arc 
as follow :— Length 220 feet over all (thirty-four feet longer than the White 
Cloud ; beam, 31 feet 6 inches; depth of hold, 11 feet. Messrs. 
Collyer & Co. were the builders. The machinery was constructed in 
Morgan's Iron Works, and the cylinder is 48 inches diameter, whilst the 
Jength of stroke is 8 feet 10 inches. Her accommodations are remarkably 
good, and we have not the slightest doubt that the Hankow will become 
as great a favourite on the Canton River, where we hear she is destined to 
run, as the White Cloud has hitherto been. The Hankow experienced 
strong head winds, with a heavy sea from New York to Cape St. Vincent 
(the first place touched at) and carried them to the Cape of Good Hope, 


where she arrived just as a long prevalence of heavy gales had ceased theit 
violence and the Hankow had fine weather to Mauritius, but from there to 


fhe Sea Stole very inert gala During the remainder of the passage 
CANTON. 

Tho Friend of China of the 7th of August has the following 
account of a native custom :—“ The native festival called Sui-ee, 
or burning clothes time, which commenced on the first day of 
the current Chinese moon, ended on Tuesday last with full 
moon. The origin and incidents of this festival, as given in the

calendar published in this paper on the 3rd inst., doynot give 
the full popular notions and practice in this quarter, which are 
said to be as follows. On the fifteenth day of the moon the 
god of earth is supposed to mount his throne in hell, and pass 
judgment on those evil epirite that have come under his con- 
trol during the preceding year; and it is for this that from 
the first day of the moon the Buddhist and Taouist priests 
are employed to recite prayers—perform masses—for the 
souls of the departed. At this all souls’ festival, too, the 
temples receive ancestral tablets, and especial devotion is made 
for the spirits of all those whose friends are prepared to pay 
for the same. Money is subscribed among the different vil- 
lages, to pay for services for the souls of those who have died 
without friends, for abandoned children, and for orphans. For 
these there are great preparations of paper clothes, paper 
money, spirits, and food—the two former being burnt, the rest 
distributed among the poor—(devoured by the priests?) The 
illuminated boat voyages up and down the river, by the creeks 
into the western suburbs of Canton, and on into the city, are 
specially for those who have been drowned. The music of flute 
and gong, though discordant to some western cars, is not so to 
all; and to our thinking the plaintive pipe in the dead of the 
night carries the best of remembrances that in the midst of life 
we are in death.” 

There have been no decided steps taken towards the evacua- 
tion by our troops, and rumours have been current in Canton 
that consequent on sickness at Tien-tsin the troops in garrison 
here will remain undisturbed till mid-winter ; but, according 
to the Friend of China, there is no truth in the report. 

A neat chapel has been built by the Wesleyan Mission at 
Sun-sha in the southern suburbs, which will be ready for inau 
guration ina few days, . 

Consequent on the appointment of the Rev. W. R. Beech to 
the Consular’ Chaplaincy at Tien-tsin, the Rev. Mr. Wylde has 
left Canton to succeed him as Military Chaplain at Hong Kong. 
Mr. Gray, is, again pressed into the military service in Mr. 
‘Wylde’s place, 

Upwards of a dozen hongs have been built in the southern 
suburbs during the last two or three months, a perfect feat 
when the price of bricks and tiles is taken into consideration. 
The ground will get covered in time no doubt. 


One of the wives of the celebrated Howqua, who attempted 
suicide by means of opium, has, by the aid of an English 
physician, recovered. 

The following report of the land sale at Shameen is from 
the Friend of China ;—* As we anticipated, there was a smart 
competition for the bulk of the lots, the fifty-four disposed of 
realising a total sum of $248,226, or but $11,775 short of the 
aggregate of the upsets—the twenty-one lots unsold forming a 
residue of $68,500 over the sum believed to have been paid 
for making the ground. $248,225 at the exchange of 4s. 5d. 
gives, say, £46,500 sterling—a nice little remittance for the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer by the outgoing mail as part of 
the Tien-tsin indemnity. For a fuller comprehension of the 
sale we give the names of the parties to whom the lots wero 
knocked down, the abstract being as follows :—

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Great complaints are made of the increasing practice of 
granting farms of the revenue. {The native customs and inland 
revenue of Kwangtung is now farmed to 40 different people, 
each particular trade having a special farmer of whatever duty 
may accrue from it, the average ad valorem impost being three 
per cent. on the selling price. 

The following comments are from the Daily Press :—* Messrs. 
Sassoon opened the ball, and imparted much confidence to the 
sale from the opinion which gained ground that they were 
operating for investment. They bought the first lot cheap, 
and biddings were rather languid until Mr. Cloberley began 
to buy for the two leading firms. He wanted all block 
No. 4, but only succeeded in buying six tenths of it. The five 
front lots of that block fetched $37,375, the upset price being 
$20,000. The Parsees and Indian firms then took up the 
biddings} and purchased the {remaining six front lots of the 
block for $47,300, the upset price being $24,000. This end 
is the pick of the site, and is almost entirely in the hands of 
the Parsee and Indian firms. The Southern aspects are all 
secured, in some instances only the upset prices being given. 

“The Western portion of the site is rathor in a ticklish posi- 
tion, and liable to be carried away by the force of the tide. In 
fact it did give way once. There is a tremendous strain on the 
retaining wall during the freshes. 

* ©The result certainly bears a formidable appearance, and is 
encouraging to those who hinge their hopes upon the re 
suscitation of Canton, (Our opinions are well known upon 
the subject, but as they have partaken somewhat of partisan- 
ship, we acknowledge that we have only studied one side of the 
question. The train of reasoning in our mind runs thus :— 
If the Canton Custom-house continues, it will drive the trade 
away from the place; if the establishment be broken up, 
smuggling to and from Hong Kong will proceed ad libitum. 
Hankow will takea great portion of the trade from Canton, both 
import and export. Howqua hates the British as he does a 
pestilence. The Americans always nestle under his wing. He 
thas a deal of land on and near the old factory site, which 
is far more contiguous to the centre of trade than Shameen, 
which will thus have a formidable rival. In fact, unless some- 
thing unexpected should occur, the owners of the Shameen site 
can never expect a monopoly, for ground in large quantities, 
far more centrally situated, can be had on the sites of the old 
hongs and factories, 

“The successful result’of land speculations at Hong Kong 
and Shanghai have doubtless encouraged parties to embark in 
this Shameen site. When we say that we judge by experience 
in arriving at the conclusion that little faith can be placed in 
the good out-turn of this Shameen site, simply because the 
community generally embarked in it, we refer to the following 
circumstances, When the first Hong Kong land sale was 
held in '1842, the whole British community embarked in it, 
and came to grief. Many of them, after spending immense 
sums’on their lots, sought to abandon them, and the Govern- 
tment would not allow them to do so. 

“ Again, a couple of years thereafter, the British Government 
could not move for a long time a single lot of the ground they 
had leased from the Chinese on the Canton factory site. We 
mean the ground afterwards known as the British factories. 
‘We, ourself, was the first purchaser, and the Americans were 
the second, ‘This was not until the land had been upon the 
market for several years, The result was brilliant. 


© Again at Shanghai the mercantile community were averse 
to speculating in ground in the foreign scttlement. And, 
indecd, but for. the occurrence of fortuitous circumstances 
which none could have foresccn, nothing could have saved the 
speculators, - And it is ever thus, in our opinion ; land bubbles 
always fail unless by a fluke. We will almost defy any one 
to name @ lucky land speculation where anything beyond 
a trifle was given for the ground. Look at the ‘real estate’ 
bubbles at San Francisco! It was only those who got the 
ground for a trifle who made moncy. All after speculations 
in the market came to gricf. It therefore comes to this,— 
nothing but political events can make the Shameen land spe- 
culations lucrative. Nothing need be feared from the Can- 
tonese—they have been thoroughly hurabled. The Rebels 
then present the only chance—so that should Canton be 
menaced seriously by Rebels, the Shameen site will become a 
place of refuge for persons and for valuable property. Be- 
yond this we really sce no hope of the speculation turning 
out favourably.” ea a 


Blow eee 





Mr. Thomas Dick, formerly Interpreter at the Supreme Court, 
Hong Kong, comes to Canton asa Deputy Commissioner of 
Customs. 

On the 4th of September an armed body of robbers, about 
ten o'clock, went to the goldsmith’s shop of Sie-shing and 
Yekshing, in the Suee-Shee-Kie, or street leading from the Eng- 
sin-moon to the Kwei-tukh-moon, one of the principal tho- 
roughfares of the city, and having effected an entrance, plun- 
dered the shops of their contents—to the value of 3,000 taels 
of gold it is said. It is only the old city that is patrolled by 
foreign police at night. The robbers, it is found, had secreted 
themselves in the city till the appointed hour, and afterwards 
escaped over the wall, and so by the water away. 

The Friend of China, in referring to the different Charitable 
Institutions of Canton, says with reference to the Blind 
Asylum :—*The Blind Asylum was built from a special fund 
under the control of the two district magistrates, and the 
inmates, who numbered in April last 220 receive from the 
same quarfer a miserable dole of some three mace and a fow 
candereens a piece once in three months. Having built the 
place, the magistrates appear to think they have done all that 
it is necessary for them to do ;—the poor blind being left to 
find food by begging, telling fortunes, &c, their average earn- 
ings being some thirty cash a day only. Occasionally, sick and 
unable to go a begging, some of them die of sheer starvation !” 


MACAO. 7 

The Boletim do Governo contains the report of an examina- 
tion of students at the seminary of Saint José. At this exa- 
mination His Excellency the Governor of the Settlement was 
present, and on the last day distributed the prizes, the principal 
of which were as follows :—

According to a list of tho scholars 
in the seminary, there are 27 students of the English Lan- 
guoge, 7 of Latin, 41 of Portuguese Grammar, 46 of First 
Rudiments, and 9 of Chinese. The examiners in the English 
Language were Messrs, Manoel, A de Souza, and Felix Hilario 
de Azavedo; in Latin, Portuguese First Rudiments, Arith- 
metic, Orthography, and the Christian Doctrine, the Rev. Jorge 
Antonio Lopes da Silva (Vicar of Sam Lourengo); and in 
Chinese, the Rey. Sr. Antonio Vieira. 


COCHIN CHINA. 

A recent visitor to Saigon states that there isa want of 
vitality about the settlement. No land, it is said, is attainable, 
and the European merchants remained cooped up in wretched 
houses, tenants at will of the authorities ; moreover, there is 
no warehouse room, except at the China Town. On the 
other hand, roads have been made and some are being opened. 
up, which will greatly benefit town and country. Barracks 
and hospitals are springing up and the Public Works Depart- 
ment is fully occupied (and is likely so to be for a long 
time to come) on coal sheds, commissariat stores, quarters 
for officials, drainage, canals, churches, &c., &c. The plan of the 
town has been drawn up, and if carried out will render 
Saigon one of the prettiest towns in the East, especially if 
cleanliness can be enforced. The number of inhabitants both 
in Saigon and the China Town has materially increased, and 
the increase is stated to be greater in the latter than in the 
former place, whilst the country shows a marked improve- 
ment as to population. 

The reports from Mytho vary ; some represent the country 
as but little cultivated ; others represent the crop as likely to 
be greatly in excess of former seasons. The truth probably 
lies between the two, and, on the whole, abundance is likely to 
prevail. No notable progress has been made towards the con- 
quest of the country since the capture of Mytho. It is re- 
ported that on the arrival of reinforcements, the admiral will 
send e xpeditions against Bein Hoa and Vinh-long, and add 
them to the French possessions. 
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SIAM, 


BANGKOK. 
His Excellency the Phraklang, or Minister of Foreign Affairs 
at Bangkok, has communicated to Her Britannic Majesty's 
Consul at that place, that the Siameso Government, has received 
information ‘of disturbances having broken out in Cambodia, 
over which territory the kings of Siam hold suzerainty, and 
that the Senabodi, or Royal Council, had resolved to despatch, 
for the protection of Siamese interests, a steamer and some 
gunboats to Kampoot. The Phraklang, accordingly, requested 
the Consul to issue a notification informing British subjects re- 
sidont in Cambodia of the object of the expedition, and referring 
them for redress to the commander-in-chief of the expedition, 
in case of any difficulty arising between them and the Siamese 
force. The Consul has, accordingly, issued a notification to 
the above effect. 





BORNEO. 
SARAWAK, 


‘The news. from Sarawak, which is to the 4th of September, 
reports that Sir James Brooke had returned from Brunai, 
where ‘he had met with a most cordial reception. The Sultan 
and his ministers have made over.to Sarawak the government 
of the various districts between Banjong Kadurong (including 
Bintulu) and those formerly placed under the authority of Sir 
James Brooke. This will secure the peace of the coast, and 
materially advance the trade of Sarawak, as well'as of these 
outlying districts. The interests of the Sultan and his minis- 
ters will also be promoted by this measure, as they will be 
secured a certain and liberal revenue, instead of being obliged, 
as heretofore, to enfore a fluctuating tribute, by violent mea- 
sures, from a disorderly and often hostile population. 

The trade of Sarawak is brisk, and the affairs of that province 
oe more prosperous and promising than they have ever been 

fore, 

Sir James Brooke is, we presume, on his way to England, as 
ihe was to leavefby the first mail in October. 


MALACCA STRAITS, 


SINGAPORE, 

We learn that Capt. Sack, a gentleman well-known in 
Sivgapore has been murdered in a boat in which he was pro- 
ceeding accompanied with a French nobleman, from Soo-Chow 
to Shanghai, The murderers, two Italians, wished to obtain 
possession of a box of dollars the unfortunate gentlemen hid 
with them, and to ensure their evil desire proving successfil 
they committed their purpose. Both the men have becn 
arrested, and now await their trial in Shanghai. 

His Prussian Majesty's frigate Thetis, Captain Tackmann, ar~ 
rived at Singapore on the 15th current, from Batavia via Mir- 
tok. Next morning the frigate fired the usual salutes, which 
were returned on shore from Fort Fullerton. 


The accounts from Banjermassing are not very favourable

Until about three years ago the assistant apothecary of the 
Province was in the habit of periodically visiting the villages 
in order to vaccinate, for which service about Rs. 20 monthly 
was allowed by Government. The allowance is still made, 
although it is said that the assistant apothecary does not now 
go to the villages, but requires the children to be brought to 
the hospital,

The few pur- 
chases for cash have, however, been at a small reduction for the lower de- 
scriptions, but best silks, both Teatlee and Taysaam, have fully maintained 
thair value. From the interior the supplies have been large, those from 
‘Ningpo are again becoming considerable, whilst from Japan the absence 
of arrivals has alone prevented an addition to the stock. There is an ex- 
cessive stock on the market,’and although the Chinese seem more desirous 
to make sales, yet it is singular how very firm they are in their de- 
mands. Exchange having declined, has ‘assisted them greatly, but as 
there are some signs of an advance in the rate, they may shortly be- 
come more anxious to realise and a reduction, which will 
doubtless lead to 2 considerable business. following is a computa- 
tiow of the settlements and exports, for the season commencing Ist July, 
with a comparison of the past two seasons, and of the apsold stock now 
and at the corresponding period of those seasons. Settlements, 18,190 
bales for the present season, against 22,000 bales for 1860-61, and 
15,990 bales for 1859-60. _E: 12,960 bales for the present season, 
against 11,965 bales for 1860-61, and 9,798 bales in 1859-60.

FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS, 

At SHANGHAL—To London: Tea. £3 to £3, 10s.; silk, £4 to £5. 
The business of the past fortnight has been one of extreme dullness, 
which, it is expected, will continue until the various abuses by the Chinese 
authorities are done away with. In the coast trade hardly a charter has 
been made for some time, and the amount of unemployed tonnage is 
92,661 out of 54,036 tons in port of all nations, The principal inquiry 
for tonnage is to convey rice and timber from Siam and Maulmain to 
Hong Kong, also to England and Continent, but only one vessel has ac- 
cepted. The charters reported are—Imperial to Maulmain, England, and 
(or) Continent, at £4. 10s, and £5; Sea Belle on coast of China at 
$1,450 per month; Asia to Wanchew, $900. 

At Foo-cuow-Foo.—To London: £3. 10s, 

At Asoy. — Few vessels now remain in port disengaged, and amongst 
the charters reported are, Nancy and Java for six months each at $830 
and $1,840 per month respectively ; Therese Auguste, for three months, 
at $900 per month.

CASUALTIES. 


The Santiago, from Shanghai, arrived at Hong Kong, on the 10th Scpt., 
having encountered a violent gale, on the 30th and 3lst August, from N.E., 
veering to E, and S.E., in which she lost several masts and sails. At one 
time she was expected to be blown on shore, the water shoaling eo fast. 

The Cruizer, from Swatow to Shanghai, was found on the 2nd Sept., 
by the Santiago, with nothing standing but the foremast. She had 62 
Chinese coolies on board, and was supplied with bread and hands to assist 
rigging jury masts. The Cruizer took 8 men (out of some 200), from a 
raft which had been made from a junk that foundered. Six of these 
were transferred to the Santiago. 

The Hilda Charlotte arrived at Hong Kong on the 7th Sept., having 
fallen in with the typhoon, and obliged to put back from her pi to 
Tien-tsin. She lost her fore and top masts, and was hove over on ber 
beam ends for two hours. She reports seeing the Sing Wat totally dismasted 
in the same breeze. 

The Maria, from Macao to Bankok, also put back on account of the 
heavy weather, totally dismasted. : 

‘The Kim.po-Sing (Siamese) was found on Sist_ August in the typhoon, 
with a crew of 47 men, which were brought into Foo-chow-Foo, by 
Esmeralda. 

The John W. White also encountered the typhoon, and about one- 
third of the cargo was hove overboard, the remaining portion being put on 
shore, and will be sold by auction. She lost all the spars, had the decks 
swept, and is a complete wreck, and will most probably be condemned. 

The Imperieuse, with Sir Hercules Kobinson and the Admiral on board, 
got aground on the Ist Sept., on Cape Sagimi, The Ringdove took the 
Governor and Admiral on board, and the Imperieuse, by throwing ber 
guns, shot, and coals overboard, was, with the assistance of the French 
transport Dordogne and some gunboats, got off again, and all her guns 
recovered. She is reported as not having sustained the slightest damage. 

Several other ships have also been more or less damaged, amongst which 
are the :—Rajah of Sarawak, John Stephenson, loss of fore topmast, &c. ; 
Star of the North, main mast and mizen topmast gone; Wilhelmina, loss 
of masts and éails; Georgiana, who will have to dock; Orestes, totally 
dismasted and leaking badly; Sirius, lost her sails; Elisa, lost three 
anchors ; Jupiter, loss of all sails and masts.

* RUSSIA. 
| (FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Sr. Permnspure, Oct. 16. 

It is now understood that the Emperor will not return for 
the present to this city, and that the Empress will pass the 
winter at the beautiful palace of Livadia, in the Crimea, both 
on account of the mild climate-of that part of the Russian 
dominions, and on the score of economy. The saving effected 
by such an arrangement must indeed be very considerable, 
when one reflects that the number of the officials and others 
belonging to and dependent on the Court amounts to the 
enormous figure of thirty thousand. In the absence of the Court 
during the winter, a great number of festivities would of course 

- not be given, and thus a great saving of expense be effected. 
Besides this, the higher classes of society require some respite, in 
order to practise a little wholesome economy after the enormous 
expenses to which they are subjected in keeping up their esta- 
blishments and giving the festivities required of them by their 
position in society, and which many of the nobles sadly overdo, 
in a spirit of emulation, to the serious deterioration of their 
financial means. More than twelve thousand noble families 
that usually spend the winter in this capital, have now repaired 
to their country estates to look after their pecuniary affairs on 
the spot. - This. has already had a favourable result in sensibly 
lowering the price of house rent, which had risen to a fabuloun 
height. The great national social reform of the emancipatios 
of tho serfs, which is now beginning to come into operation, 
makes it requisite for every one—both nobles and plebeians—to 
look about them and arrange their affairs for the future. It is 
well known that many extensive estates belonging to the aris- 
tocracy were in pawn, together with “the souls” living on 
them—many of them twice over. It is therefore but a natural 
consequence that by the Emancipation Act enormous losses will 
be sustained and have to be made good, thus creating a painful 
reaction on the manufacturing and commercial interests. 

Accounts received here from Peking reach down to the 24th 
of August, and were brought by special courier from the Chinese 
capital to Tomsk, with which we are in telegraphic connection. 
‘The most important intelligence, of which you will already have 
heard, is the death of the Emperor of China, or Bogdo-Chan, 
according to his Mandschurien title, and the publication of 
two Imperial edicts in the Peking Gazetts. The first of these 
appoints the eldest son of the deceased as heir to the throne of 
the Celestial Empire, and the second nomiaates 8 sort of Regency 
or Council—as the young Emperor is not of age—during his 
minority, This Council is composed of the eight following 
nobles :—Ssai-yuan (Izin-wan), Duan-hua (Tchen-zin-wan), Ssu- 
shun, Zintow, Muin, Kuan-huap, Doo-hau, and Ziao-yuin. | The 
Emperor's brother, Prince Kung, does not figure in this list. 
All business is suspended in the Chinese capital for the cea 
of twenty days, according to the custom of the country. No 
disturbances are reported to have taken place. 

The Russian corvette Rowik, bearing the flag of Rear-Admiral 
Popow, has left Crortstadt on a voyage round the world. The 
command of the corvette is entrusted to Captain Lieutenant 
Skryplew, who has orders to await in an English port the arrival 
of the rest of the squadron, which is fitting out as expeditiously 
as possible in order to get away before the winter sets in, as we 
have already had some sharp night frosts. The squadron is to 
proceed in the first instance to the east coast of Siberia, and 
will be absent for three years. 

According to the opinion of the Russian Invatide the Chinese 
Empire is approaching the period of its final dissolution, and 
its days are numbered just as much as those of Turkey. Ex- 
perience of the past teaches us that the former great empires 
of the world fell to pieces in consequence of the march of 
civilisation, and their presumption in thinking they bad arrived 
at the highest point of development of the human understand- 
ing. China stood still whilst the rest of the world was making 
progress, and has thus fallen behind the civilisation of Europe, 
but its regeneration: will not be impeded by religious fanaticism, 
as is the case in Turkey, and it is therefore to be hoped that 
European manners and customs will find o fruitful soil in 
China. 

Colonel Romanow, of the Imperial Engineers, who lately 
published an interesting article in the columns of one of your 
contemporaries on the proposed telegraph through Siberia to 
Awerica, was lately at Hamburg, where he ordered some more 





river steamers for the Amoor of Messrs. Godeffroy and Son, and 
then proceeded’ to Berlin to purchase telegraphic apparatus of 
Messrs. Siemens and‘ Halske of that city, which will all be sent 
out together by Messrs. Godeffroy’s vessel Cesar and Helene, now 
loading at Hamburg for Nicolayefsk on the Amoor. Colonel 
Romanow intended to proceed to North America to study the 
system of telegraphs and the latest’ improvements in that 
branch of science in the United States, as well as with a view 
of making some mutually favourable convention in connection 
with his grand proposal for establishing telegraphic communi- 
cation between Europe and America, via Asia, but, in the pre~ 
sent very unsatisfactory state of affairs in the United States, he 
has postponed his visit to a more convenient period. 

Recent accounts from the Amoor state that an expedition is 
being organised for the purpose of proceeding next sumimer 
from Port Zincraine to explore the Arctic Ocean, and especially 
with a view to re-find the land discovered by Captain (now 
Admiral) Wrangel, forty-five years ago, but which has never 
been seen since. The object of the expedition is entirely 
scientific. 





HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN OOBRESFONDENT.) Sage 
Ausrerpax, Oct. 23, + 

OF course the great topic of the day in this city centres “on 
the King of the Netherlands’ visit to the Emperor of the 
French and his subsequent interview with Leopold King of the 
Belgians. The programme of the journey, as arranged before- 
hand, was observed by the King with his usual punctuality and 
nailitary precision, With only a small retinue, consisting of 
Mr. F. L. de Kock, director of the King’s private cabinet ; 
Count J.M. van Lynden, H.M’s principal aide-de camp and 
head of the military department of the King’s household ; 
Younker C. H. F, du Monceau, W. OC. Baron van Snouckaert, 
van Schauburg, and J. H. van Capelle, ordinary aide-de-camp. 
His Majesty left the Hague at two o'clock in the morning of 
Saturday, the 12th inst, and passing through Rotterdam, 
reached Cologne at 9 a.m, and Jeumont, the French frontier 
station at 2p. Here he found the Imperial railway saloon 
carriage waiting for him, which conveyed him by special train 
direct to Compiegne, where he arrived at half-past five the 
same afternoon. The Emperor received his Royal guest at the 
railway station, and the meeting is described as extremely cor- 
dial and satisfactory. The Emperor was dressed in a general's 
uniform, with the badge and riband of the Luxemberg Order of 
the Crown of Oak, out of compliment to his guest, whilst the 
King, who also wore a military uniform, displayed over it the 
insignia of the Legion of Houour, From the railway station 
their Majesties drove in the same carriage to the Palace of 
Compiegne, where the Empress, accompanied by the Imperial 
Prince, and surrounded by the ladies and officers of the court, 
received the King at the foot of the magnificent double stair- 
ease. In the evening there was a grand banquet, shortly after 
which the King, who was somewhat fatigued with his journey, 
retired at arather carly hour, The next day (Sunday) the 
King spent very quietly. He took a long walk in the forest, 
and inspected with great interest and very minutely thestables, 
kennels, flower-garden, greenhouses and park, and at his parti- 
cular wish, there was but a small party at dinner in the cven- 
ing. On Monday the principal part of the day was taken up 
by a grand stag hunt in which the Empress took part in an. 
Amazonian riding habit of green and gold. On Tuesday the 
party went to Paris, inspected several of the public buildings, dined 
together at the Palace of the Tuileries, and in the evening 
honoured the Italian Opera with their presence, where they 
witnessed the performance of Rossini’s opera “Il Barbiere di 
Seviglia,” in which the principal characters were sustained by 
Mario and Signora Alboni. Wednesday was a comparatively 
quiet day, but Thursday was a rather fatiguing one. As early 
as half-past seven in the morning, three Imperial carriages, 
each drawn by four splendid horses, drove up to the hotel of 
the Netherlands Embassy in Paris—where His Majesty had 
passed the night—under the orders of Count Nieuwerkerke, 
the Director-General of the Imperial Museums, who had come 
to take the King to Versailles, Notwithstanding the carly 
hour, the King had breakfasted and was ready to start on the 
arrival of the carriages, and they set out at a brisk trot, pro- 
ceeding through the Bois de Boulogne, Neuilly, and St. Cloud. 
On arriving at Versailles at half.past eight, the King inspected 
the magnificent collection of paintings in the celebrated His- 
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torical Picture Gallery, which deeply interested hin—as he is 
known to be a profound connoisseur of paintings—and he con- 
templated for a long time the battle-pieces representing scenes 
in the wars between Louis XIV. and the Dutch. At a quarter 
past eleven the beating of drums and tho turning out of the 
guard announced the arrival of the Emperor, and the two sove- 
reigns had an interview in the Long Gallery, overlooking 
the garden and basins. They then had luncheon, which 
was enlivened by the splendid band of the Artillery of the 
Imperial Guard. After tiffin they sauntered down through 
the gardens to Trianon, where a shooting party (chasse a tir) 
had been previously arranged under the immediate direction of 
the Prince de la Moscowa (the son of Marshal Ney). This 
wholesale slaughter of game, first driven into a corner and then 
obliged to run the gauntlet of the fowling-pieces of the whole 
party in succession, was carried on for three mortal hours, and 
it will, therefore, not surprise your readers to learn that the re- 
sult was no less than 1,326 head of game killed, of which 
mighty holocaust the Emperor and his Royal guest each 
killed about 150 head,—chiefly hares. A battery of the 
Guard-Artillery was then mancuvred for the inspection 
of the King, who was so struck with their efficiency, pre- 
cision of movements, and soldicr-like appearance, that he 
compliraented the colonel in command and gave fifty of the 
hares he had just shot to the men for their supper. It created 
afterwards considerable amusement to see the Artillery march 
off the ground with the hares dangling from their rifled guns 
and saddle-bows. On the return of the Royal party to Paris it 
had become dark, when the Emperor returned to Compiegne, 
taking a cordial farewell of the King, who honoured his Am- 
bassador with his presence to dinner. The King was ex- 
pected to appear again at the Opera, and all due are 
rangements were made for his reception, the Royal Stair- 
case being opened, and the officials in attendance; but 
the public were greatly disappointed to find he did not 
make his appearance, the more so, when it transpired that he 
had gone to the Theatre du Cirque to witness the performance 
of a piece called the “Siege of Feking,” which, from the 
brilliancy of the decorations and the manner of its 
being got up for scenic effect, has become extremely 
popular, drawing full houses at every representation. On 
the. 19th inst., the King took final leave of the Emperor and 
Empress at Compiegne, and in the evening arrived at Liege, 
where he was received by the King of the Belgians and the 
Royal family. On the following day the King returned to his 
dominions, and on the next he laid the first stone of the rail- 
way bridge at Zutphen, after which he repaired to his palace of 
the Loo, where he is expected to remain some time. 

The Vieuwe Dagblad, a new journal that was launched at the 
Hague on the Ist inst., and amongst the proprietors of which 
is Mr. Rochussen, the late minister, contains a leading article 
on the King’s journey to France, from which I translate the 
following extract :—“ Holland is bound by no agreeable remi- 
niscences to the Napoleon dynasty, any more than Prussia 
is. Without wishing to make any invidious remark, or to refer 
to former historical facts, we consider it our duty to state 
openly that oir national sympathies are by no means in favour 
of a closer alliance with the French Empire. It was for that 
reason that the news of the King’s journcy caused a painful 
astonishment, and the question is universally asked—‘ What is 
the object proposed by it ?” This question is neither improper 
nor disrespectful, for the House of Orange and the Nether- 
lands are inseparably united, and whilst the journals of 
all Europe are busying themselves with the objects aud re- 
sult of the King of Prussia’s visit to Compiegne, we may 
well be permitted to ask what the noble House of Orange 
has to seek there. If the King travels as a private individual, 
we have no right to make any remark about it; but if he 
gocs to France in his public capacity as King of the Nether- 
lands, and holds private conversations with the Emperor Napo- 
leon, which sooner or later may affect the interests of this 
country, then the journey becomes a political act, for which the 
Ministers are responsible, ard are bound to offer proper erplana- 
tion. The question therefore is, in what capacity did the King 
pay a visit to Frauce? For our own part, we are inclined to 
believe that it was as a private individual, not being accom- 
panied by any of his Ministers, or other Statesmen.” After 
going on to prove that the King, as a constitutional monarch, 
has no power or right to make any political arrangements with- 
out the advice and consent of his Ministers, the article 
concludes with these words :—“ We flatter ourselves with the 





hope that the visit of the King to Napoleon III. will prove to 
be merely a personal act and a visit of courtesy, in which the 
affairs of this kingdom are not mixed up. We even go 80 far 
as to believe we are right in recognising as a wise precaution of 
Ministers the subsequent interview between our own King and 
the constitutional sovereign of Belgium, in order to escape the 
odium of having even listened to the ambitious plans of the 
Emperor of the French and his projects of aggrandisement, 
and for this very reason we applaud the far-sighted policy of 
bringing about this interview between the two constitutional 
monarchs, to disarm beforehand any insidious remarks and 
combinations that may be made on the King’s visit to the 
Emperor of the French.” 

It appears that the important question of cutting the long- 
talked-of navigable ship canal from this city to the sea, through 
the narrow strip of land that runs up to the Helder, has been 
settled in a manner least expected ; for whilst the Government 
has invariably refused to admit the principle of confiding the 
execution of so important a work to any private individual or 
company—a great number of. projects and proposals from such 
having been received from time to time, and consistently re- 
jected—considering that a work of such magnitude and 
importance to the trade and navigation of this city should be 
undertaken by the Government, and executed at the public ex- 
pense as a vast national improvement, the public were rather 
disagreeably surprised a few days ago at the announcement 
that the King has granted a “concession” to a private in- 
dividual—one Mr. J. G. Jaeger, of this city—for the construc. 
tion of the canal, under very favourable conditions, and that 
His Majesty signed the document previous to his departure for 
the visit to France. The particulars are not yet fully known, 
but it has transpired that the Government grants the conces- 
sionaire au unconditional guarantee of 44 per cent. interest on. 
eighteen millions of florins—amounting to 810,000 florins an 
nually—during the progress of the works, and till the com- 
pletion of the canal. On the whole, however, it cannot be 
denied that the intelligence has made a favourable impression 
here, though it is to be expected that the people of Rotter- 
dam will 1aake a great ery out, and perhaps even enter a fory 
mal protest against it; as there is now every chance of this 
great national improvement being spccdily executed, and a 
short and direct cut made to the sea at its nearest part, thus 
saving @ distance of nearly a hundred miles, to say nothing of 
the danger and expense of the navigation hitherto, in having to 
make so great a circuit to approach this city for all vessels 
coming from the westward, including the homeward-bound 
East Indiamen, 

Owing to a long prevalence of rough weather off this coast, . 
the diving operations for the recovery of the treasure and guns 
of the frigate Lutine, wrecked on the island of Tershelling nearly 
a hundred years ago, and which is being performed by a com- 
pany formed for that purpose, have been interrupted from the 
24th of June last to within the present week, when they wero 
recommenced with considerable suceess. The workmen are 
furnished with Mr. Heincke’s diving apparatus, and are thus 
enabled to remain under water for threo or four hours at a 
stretch, They have ascertained not only that no further in- 
crease of sand has taken place from the late gales ; but that on 
the contrary several parts of the wreck are now exposed, which 
were previously concealed by the accumulation of sand. Three 
large pieces of rusty iron were secured and drawn up by the 
tackle, as well as some metal guns, a heavy foot-block and a 
Spanish hammock, as well us a few silver coins. The diving 
apparatus in use fully answers the expectations entertained of 
its practical utility. The operations were carricd on for several 
days successively, when it again came on to blow, and the 
diving-vessel was uuable to remain longer at work on that 
exposed coast and has returned to the port of Terschelling, 
where it will remain till the weather again moderates. 

I regret to stale that the potatoe discase extends its 
ravages more and more, so that in many districts the 
crop this year is a complete failure, and the price of 
this useful vegetable has sensibly risen, to the great alarm 
and discomfiture of the poorer classes of the inhabitants. 
Already large quantities have been sent to this country from 
Germany, both by railway and water conveyance, and further 
supplies will no doubt arrive before the winter scts in. It is a 
singular fact that the only description of potatoe not affected 
by this disease is a new sort called Zeeuw Jannen, grown from 
roots imported from America about two years ago. They remain 
in a perfectly healthy condition, even in the same ground with 
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potatoes attacked by the blight, and are consequently in great 
request both for consumption and planting out.

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A VISIT TO THE GREAT WALL OF CHINA. 


The following interesting letter has been received at Berlin 
from an officer of the Prussian Expedition to the East, dated :— 


His Prussian Majesty's ship Arcona, Harbour of Tchee-foo, 
‘th July, 1861. 


On my return from an excursion to the metropolis of the Celestial Em- 
pire, I found the Arcona had left the poetical slimy coast of the mouth of 
the Peiho, and had gone on to Tchee-foo, with a view to taking in pro 
visions as it affords a more easy communication with the shore, though it 
is but a small place, situated near Cape Shantung, so that I was obliged to 
follow her in an English steamer going to Shanghai, and found her after 
a two days’ voyage. though not in the harbour, but behind a little island, 
at some distance off, where she was floating at anchor in company with 
‘our consort the Elbe, which had in the meantime arrived from Nagasaki. 
This place will probably become by-and-bye one of some importance, 
as it is the nearest good port to the mouth of the Peiho, but it now 
contains nothing remarkable, excepting perhaps its milk-white, soft 
stone, which easily cut, and worked ty the natives into bottles, 
gaskets, candlesticks, and other articles—even flutes. The harbour is 
not often visited. 


The roadstead is not so deserted as when we were here last time, 
for now we found more than thirty vessels, fourteen of which were under 
the Hamburg and Bremen flags, but as they drew considerably less water 
thev were enabled to anchor at least five miles closer to the land than we 
could. Nevertheless we received frequent visits from the captains; and 
the old complaint of the unfortunate absence of unanimity in Germany 
formed a large share of our conversation. 

In order not to give the Chinese further cause of offence, the ships were 
ordered to leave the Peiho, and on the 15th of July we proceeded to sea, 
Dut the next day altered our course; the Elbe was signalled to keep in our 
wake, and our captain informed us he was going to inspect the Great Wall 
of China, which comes down to the sea at no great distance from where 
we then were. Our astonishment and curiosity were only equalled by our 
joy at having an opportunity of seeing one of those wonders of the world 
of which our school books contain such wonderful descriptions. The next 
morning it came into sight. It begins close to the sea, with a ruinous fort 
‘on a gentle eminence, lo 
only the illusion was spoiled by the inevitable concave roof on a square 
tower which proclaimed its barbarous origin. From this point the Great 
‘Wall, with its numerous irregular towers and abutments, takes a northerly 
direction through a verdant and well cultivated plain. About ten miles from 
the sea rises a chain of mountains, over which the Wall is carried in 
of different angles, till it disappears from view on the distant horizon. 
‘With the exception of what appeared to_be two picturesque farm-houses 
near the ruined fort, there was no sign of human life or habitation; all | 
solemn, silent, neglected, but grand. We had some difficulty in landing 
as a heavy surf was breaking on the beach, but as there was fortunately no 
wind stirring, we got ashore in safety, with only a little wetting. A little 
group of Chinese were assembled to witness our landing, and received us 
with their natural affability. ‘Their whole demeanour showed us plainly 
they had seldom, perhaps never, seen Europcans before. We followed 
them to the above-mentioned farm-houses, which turned out to be nothing 
snore than a guard-house for the Tartar cavalry picket stationed here to 
watch the frontier and give the alarm in case of an unexpected atrack. 
The soldiers, of whom there were about twenty, received us as civilly as 
the peasants had done. They were tall, powerful, sunburnt men, with 
faces of a decidedly Tartar type, and all wore coats and trowsers of white 
linen, the peculiar boots of the Tartar cavalry, and low crowned straw hats 
with an ornament of red horsehair in a tuft hanging down. Their arms 
appeared to consist solely of a lance, and even that they do not carry about 
with them in atime of profound peace like the present. In the court- 
yard, however, stood their horses ready saddled and bridled, and in a very 
short time we saw two of the men mount and ride off in different directions / 
probably to announce the fact of our landing to the authorities under 
whom they ae placed. Ina shady spot in an inner court the offi- 
cers of the detachment were sitting calmly smoking their pipes. 
Their dress was similar to that of their men, and the only distinguishing 
signs of rank were the blue, white, and transparent glass balls they wore, 
and which marked them as Mandarins of the third, fourth, and fifth classes. 
They courteously invited us to be seated, and regaled us with tea and 
fruit. Our conversation was of course but very imperfect; still we 
managed to make ourselves pretty well understood. “The Mandarins told us 
that European vessels come there but very seldom ; but that they had seen 
Europeans at Tien-tsin and Taku. Perhaps they had even become per- 
sonally acquainted with them in a disagreeable manner during the late 
war. Two of them had European watches in their girdle, and showed 
them to us with evident signs of pride and satisfaction. ‘They were hand- 
some silver anchor watches with second hands ; but on examination of the 
works I could discover no name or place of residence of the maker. ‘I'he 
‘Mandarins told,us they are accustomed to buy those sort of things of the 
Russians. 









































After enjoying the friendship and hospitality of these men we took our 
leave of them and proceeded to the Great Wall, which was uot more than 
a hundred paces distant. We entered the deserted courts of the ruined 
fort by a vaulted gateway, and then mounted the wall itself by a staircase 
in a good state of preservation. This Great Wail is now nothing more than a 
gigantic ruin; but even as such it strikes the beholder with astonishment 
and wonder. Its height differs materially in several places as it is carried 
alike over hill and plain, and varies from twenty to forty feet. I should 
think from what I saw that thirty-five feet was about the average height 
from the ground. ‘The width of the wall in places where it was not in 
Fuins I ascertained to be twenty feet, which would thus allow ten men to 
ride abreast of each other. But it must not be supposed that the whole of 
the wall is composed of solid masonry, as the latter is not more than five 
feet thick. The stonework on the southeru or inner side appears to have 
been carried away to furnish building materials for the houses of the neigh- 
bouring towns and villages. The outer part of the wall rises about six 











feet above the terrace forming a parapet, through the openings of which 
the eye ranges over the verdant plains of Mandschuria. By far the greatest 
ornament of this imposing structure is the great number of square towers 
placed at intervals of two hundred yards, and jutting out from the line of 
wall, evidently built for the purpose of raking the space between them. 
‘The foundations of the wall consist everywhere of eight rows of massive 

nite slabs, while the super-structure is built of beautiful black bricks of great 
hardness. We wandered on the top of this surprising structure for four 
or five miles, and only saw one solitary native tending a herd of cattle at 
the foot of the wall. “ And so it goes on for fifteen hundred miles without 
intermission. What a gizantic conception to build such a wall of defence, 
and what immense labour and expense must the execution of it have cost ! 
I may here add that this wonderful work is still in a condition to render it 
a formidable line of defence, even according to our modern knowledge 
of warfare. And who knows but what it may some day be turned into a 
railway, and thus be used for connecting distant places, as it was con- 
structed for the very opposite purpose, viz., that of separating two king- 
doms from each other. 

We remained at anchor off the eastern end of the Great Wall of China 
for four days. In most European maps there is a town indicated at this 
spot, though the names differ. We could, however, discover no trace of 
its existence, but the name of the Tartar station is Nang-hue. Some of 
our party planned an excursion to the ridge of mountains inland before 
mentioned, and about seven or eight miles from the coast discovered a 
small town, but cur friends the Mandarins who accompanied us would not 
allow us to enter it, giving us to understand that if we did so, they would 
be dismissed and severely punished. When we arrived at the foot of the 
mountains we abandoned the idea of climbing them on account of the 
great heat of the weather, The country we found, like every other part 
ot China, admirably cultivated, chiefly with maize and the Ricinus plant, 
the oi! from which latter is used in the native lamps. The plains of 
Maudschuria appeared to be neither so highly cultivated nor so densely 
populated as the country on the Chinese side of the Great Wall. 

On our return from ‘this excursion we weighed anchor and proceeded 
to this place, where we await the arrival of the next mail from Europe.

We are 
glad to state that a new edition of Mrs. Barrett Browning's 
works is announced, and, better still, ‘we are informed 
that the poems left by her in manuscript will be pub- 
lished at Christmas. By the way, in the present number 
of the Edinburgh Ieview there is an able, but not 
especiaily appreciative, article on Mrs. Browning. The 
writer has a keen eye for her defects, while he scarcely 
seems sufticiently alive to the splendour of her genius. He 
observes, however, very justly, that it is remarkable “that a 
mind trained as her’s had been in the love of Greek literature 
should bave been utterly devoid of the chaste, correct, and 
fivished beauty of Greek art.” In the same number of the 
Edinburgh is an extremely able article on Macaulay's fifth 
volume of the “History of England.” Zhe (Quarterly Re- 
view, just publisbed, is an admirable number of a periodical 
which, in spite of so many younger rivals, still holds its ancient 
fame. Nothing can be more appreciative or discriminat- 
ing than the review of “Shelley's Life and Character,” or more 
interesting to students and readers of poetry thau the article on 
the “Growth of English Poetry.”

THE NEW RED SEA TELEGRAPH COMPAN 


We mentioned in our last number the proposal of Sir Mac- 
DONALD STEPHENSON to form a new Company for the restoration 
of the Red Sea cable, and we showed that his plan was in 
every respect worthy of the support of the public. We have 
now to announce that a Compauy has been formed, called the 
“Telegraph to India Company (Limited),” under the auspices 
of this gentleman and several other well-known persons, whose 
names will be found in the prospectus in our advertising colurans. 
The services of Sir Caarntes Bricut and Mr. Latiuer Cuarg 
have been engaged to fill the important office of Engineers. 
‘The Secretary of the old Company has also been engaged, and 
this implies a unity of action on the part of the old and new 
Companies which, we understand, will be fully carried out. 


It appears that the Government have proposed to the old 
Company to convert the amount of their capital—£800,000— 
upon which they now pay a guaranteed interest of 44 per ccnt., 
into an annuity, payable at the Bank of England, similar to 
other Government annuities ; and a meeting will be held, on the 
5th proximo, to procure the vote of the shareholders to enable 
the directors to accept this proposition. The matter having been 
already discussed, the meeting may be considered a iatter of 
form only. On the settlement of this question, the new Com- 
pany will commence operations on terms which may be con- 
sidered highly favourable ; and should they succeed in effecting 
the necessary repairs within the amount of their capital of 
£100,000, the Company will prove a most successful one, as 
the shareholders will possess property which cost. originally 
£800,000. The following is an outline of the terms which 
the new Company have obtained the promise of from Govern- 
ment :— 

“The Government agree to transfer the concessions, line, sta- 
tions, and property of the old Company to the new Company 
free of charge, the new Company to endeavour to repair the line 
and work it when completed, beginning with the portion be- 
tween Aden and Kurrachee. 

« Possession is to be given so soon as two-thirds of the capi- 
tal is subscribed and one-third paid up, a suitable vessel being 
despatched with not less than 200 miles of new cable on board. 

“The new Company to be entitled to a clear dividend, out of 
the profits to 26 per cent. per annum on the money paid up, 
and the Government to have the power to repurchase the line 
on repaying the capital expended at the expiration of thirty 
years. Surplus profits are to be applied to reimburse the Go- 
yernment for the interest they have paid, and will have to pay 
annually upon the original capital expended, after which further 
profits which may accrue will be applied to the creation of a 
reserve fund. 

“Tf the Company shall fail to restore or maintain the line in 
working order the Government are to possess the power of 
taking it into their hands again on repaying the capital actually 
expended by the new Company. Should the Government not 
exercise this right the Company are to be at liberty to dispose 
of the property to reimburse their outlay, the balance, after 
defraying actual expenditure, to be handed over to the Govern- 
ment.” 








rying on trade with Western China by the route ‘through 
Northern Burmah and the Himalaya passes,’ and wo observed, 
that even if such an undertaking were practicable, the Kina of 
Burman was scarcely likely to be propitiated to it by such an 
envoy from the Government of Calcutta as Dr. C. Wittiays.

We intended to have proved, by a variety of care 
fully collected facts, in addition to those we have alrcady 
brought forward, the geographical impossibility of opeving up 
any trade with Western China, except by the direct and ob- 
vious route from Rangoon across Eastern Pegu; but we have re- 
ceived a letter from Captain Spry on the subject, so pertinent 
and suggestive, that we are glad to leave the topic in the hands 
of a gentleman who has devoted to it years of putiont investiga 
tion. Captain Spayg, as well ax his son, are probably more 
familiar with tne geographical details and commercial possibili- 
ties of ‘Asia beyond the Ganges’ than any men living., The 
letter which we now give in eztenso docs not, it will be per- 
ceived, exhaust the subject to which the Captain has re- 
quested permission to return on a future occasion. 


(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) - 

Sin,—In your paper of the 10th inst., you reprint, in a leader on 
“Commerce with China abross Burmah,’ an article from the Calcutta. 
Englishman, announcing the departure from Rangoon, in August, of 
Dr. Williams, of the 68th Regt., ‘on a political mission to the King of 
Burmah, to negotiate for permission of way through Northern Burmah 
and the Himalaya passes, into the Chinese province of Yunnan.’ 

Tn your observations on that article, you showed that, with the excep- 
tion of the portion of Asia occupiedby Englishmen, the geography of that 
continent is imperfectly known to our countrymen there located; and as 
greater ignorance seems to prevail in this country, even among those who, 
from official position, if not education, should be better informed, | propose, 
with your sanction, to offer to your readers a few observations—the re 
sult of a long study of the subject—proving the impracticability of our 
commercially approaching Western China, from India, by any of ‘the 
passes * of the extended Himalaya ranges, ‘ through Northern Burmah,’ 
or by any other route than across the eastern part of our province of Pegu, 
and through the two Shan cities of Kiang-Tung and Kiang-Eung: the 
last of which cities, within 900 miles of our north-east Pegu frontier, 
stands on the Mei-kong (Kembon) river, at a point where it is never 
Jess than 540 feet wide and 16 feet deep, though distaut from the sea, as 
the crow flies, full 840 miles. 

The Secretary of State for India, on announcing to the House of 
Commons, towards the close of the Session, the termination of our litle 
contest with the petty Himalayan Rajah of Sikhim, eulogised the treaty 
the Rajah had been brought to enter into, as opening a road across his 
country for commerce between India and China; and so ignorant of 
Asiatic 1y generally are the great body of England's representa~ 
tives, that Sir Charles Wood's statement was received by them most ap- 
provingly as one of great promise for our commerce. My sou, there- 
fore, addressed a letter on the subject to the City Editor of The Times, 
which had place in the Money Article of that journal of the 6th of 
‘August. Itwas copied into other papers, the London and China Telegraph 
of the 15th uf that month included.

Li, Tarbagati, &., she has outflanked her Thibet and Tartar dependen. 
cies on the west, it has become the duty of our Government to gain 8 
Be thical knowledge of Thibet from west to east, and. if possible, to 

ablieh pol relations not only with the authorities at L’hassa but also 
with their subordinates in all the out-provinces of Thibet : and this must 
assuredly be the real object of the present missions in that direction. 

Every Oriental trader is aware that, from the earliest time a consider- 
able walfic has been carried on between the pl of Hindostan and ele- 
vated Thibet by native traders, content, for small gains, laboriously and 
patiently to traverse the Himalayas by their different passes along the entire 
range. But to suppose that missions up the Yang-tse and from Simla to 
Lhassa and into Northern-Burmah, however desirable in a_ politi id 
military point of view, will turn that native traffic with Thibet intoa British- 
Indian commerce with China, or that the authorities who originated those 
missions have in view the creation of such a commerce, is idle in the 
extreme. 

The ancient native traffic continues almost unchanged to our day ; even 
from Iskardo in Balti, on the Upper Indus, on the west ; to the mountain 
road on the east, running direct north from Gowatty on the Brahma- 
ootra, to L'hassa, by Benkar on the Nurnjung and Sudungna on the 

. Andas such aland traffic between Hindostan and Thibet can. 
not be destroyed by the discovery of a sea route between them as the an- 
cient overland trade between Eastern Europe and India was destroyed by 
the finding of the route round the Cape of Good Hope, there can be no 
doubt that a sincerely pacific and friendly policy on the part of our Go- 
vernment towards the authorities and people of Thibet and of the inter- 
mediate Himalayan States, and towards their many wild mountain neigh- 
bour tribes, with a skilful improvement of the different lines of land and 
water carriage through our own territory up to eligible points of our 
frontier along the southern base of the ranges will, progressively, greatly 
increase that land tra‘ic, under native conduct, with both Little and Great 
Thibet. But however pacific and commercial the policy of the Indian 
Government may now wisely become, however much the transit of goods 
-~ be facilitated throughout India by the improvement of the old roads 

construction of new ones, and however greatly the traffic I have de- 
scribed as existing across the Himalayas may incfease, the length of the 
route and the lines of wild lofty mountains throughout it must ever prevent 
its becoming a ‘gold and silver road, ' between India and China, And to 
satisfy your readers of this, I will in a future letter, with your permission, 
briefly ‘describe the Himalayas from west to east, and portions of the 
Thibetan ‘howling wilderness,’ lying in the routes north of them and of Bur- 
mah.—I remain, Sir, your obedient servant, Ricuarp Sprye. 

















THE DUTCH TROOPS FOR BATAVIA. 


Her Majesty's screw gunboat Thrasher, attached to the first-class eam 
reserve in the Medway, arrived at Chatham on the 26th instant, having on 
board the officers and Dutch troops from the Dutch transport Constance, 
which recently came into collision with a British ship off the Longships, 
the Constance being at the time bound for Batavia, with troops, as noticed 
in our last number. ‘The Constance received such serious injuries in the 
collision that she was taken into Sheerness Dockyard to be repaired, the 
troops being transferred to the Leonidas, 42, which has been given up for 
their accommodation by the Admiralty during the time the Constance is 
under repair, The Dutch troops, to the number of about 150 men of all 
ranks, consisting of cavalry and light infantry, were, in charge of their 
colonel and several officers, permission having been freely accorded them 
by Vice-Admiral Johnstone, Commander-in-Chief up the Nore, taken to 
Chatham in one of Her Majesty's steam vessels, which was placed at the 
disposal of the officer commanding for that purpose. 





MR. G. S. MORRISON, OUR SENIOR CONSUL IN JAPAN. 


A portrait of this gentleman (of Shanghai Bund notoriety), appears in to- 
day’s Ilustrated News, with some remarks, and our readers will be aroused 
at the imposition practised on that journal. We took exception at the 
time to his, and other juvenile appointments to Consular seats by a leap 
over the Vice-Consuls’ chair with which they would have been fully re-

The Russian Imperial corvette Novik, bearing the flag of Rear-Admiral 
Popoff, arrived at the Motherbank on the 16th inst., from Cronstadt, on 
verte’ Chesapeake al, ars frigate, Captain Rochfort Magu’ 

e ie, 51, screw steam-frigate, Captain rt ire, 
was paid off at Sheerness on the 17th inst, ‘The crew have been granted 
eight weeks’ leave of absence. The following petty officers were awarded. 
the silver medals and gratuities of the Admiralty for long service and 
good conduct :—Thomas Riggs, quartermaster; Thomas Dukes, captain 
of the forecastle; and Edward Hickman, chief gunners mate. The 
Chesapeake is to be placed in the steam-reserve ordinary at Chatham; but, 
in consequence of the injuries she received to her keel by running on 
asunken rock in the Red Sea, she will require very extensive repairs. 
A monument is about to be erected on the esplanade of Southsea~common 
tn the memory of the officers and men belonging to this vessel, who were. 
killed in action or died during the period of her recent commission in 
China. £100 has been subscribed by the officers and men of the ship, and 
to this sum a donation of £200 has been added by Admiral Sir 
James Hope, to carry out the object in an efficient manner. The South- 
sea Eszlanade has already three monuments erected upon it—one to 
the memory of those of the army and navy who fell in the Black Sea and 
Baltic campaigns; one to the memory of Captain Sir William Peel, 
K.C.B., and the officers and men of the Shannon who fell during the 
Indian mutiny; and the last to the memory of a number of the officers and 
crew of Her Majesty's steamer 7'rident, who lost their lives by fever while 
serving on the West Coast of Africa. 

. The Rifleman, 8, screw steam-vessel, is now ready for the pendant, she 
having undergone a thorough repair at Deptford. She is, as already 
stated in a former impression, to be employed on the surveying service on 
the coast of China. 

Lieutenant-General Sir Hope Grant, G.C.B., will leave England to 
assume the command of the Madras Presidency on the 20th of next 
month. 

Major-General Windham has proceeded to India for the remaining 
term—about a year—of his period of Staff service in command of the 
Lahore division. 

The Orestes, 21, screw steam-corvette, Captain Alan H. Gardner, got 
up steam and proceeded outside Plymouth breakwater to try her machi~ 
nery and engines, under the inspection of Captain Astley C. Key, of the 
Indus. 1t appears that the trial did not prove satisfactory ; but the defects. 
in the machinery proved of a very trivial character, and she left Plymouth 
Sound for the Cape of Good Hope on the 17th inst. 

‘Major the Hon, W. C. Yelverton, Royal Artillery, is not likely to 
obtain the promotion to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, to which, in the 
ordinary course, he would have succeeded on the death of General Dennis 
Herbert. Major J. C. Bartley, 5th Fusiliers, the next senior major, will 
therefore get the step of rank. 

‘A meeting will take place in November, for the purpose of organisin 
@ national testimonial to Lord Herbert. The Duke of Cambridge wil 
take the chair, and Lord Palmerston and many of our most distinguished 
men will be present. 

‘The question of providing dock accommodation for the Warrior, and 
other war-steamers of the largest class, is stated to be under the considera 
tion of the Government. From a survey which has been made, it appears. 
that the tract of land lying east of Gravesend, between that town and 
Shorne battery, would afford the requisite facilities for the construction of 
docks of that’ character. There would be ample depth of water in the 
river opposite, while a straight channel exists from that point seaward, 
with sufficient water to allow the jargon steamers to pass to and from the 
‘sca at low water, with sufficient width I*kewise to permit them to wing 
round at any point on this portion of the river, without causing obstruction 
to the ordinary traffic. 

By the death of General Dennis Herbert a good service pension of 
£200 per annum was placed at the disposal of the General Commanding. 
in-Chief, His Royal Highness has apportioned £100 a-year to Colonel 
Pattle, C.B., 1st’ Dragoon Guards, and a similar sum to Lieutenant- 
Colonel ,H. A. Ouvry, C.B., late of the 9th Lancers, and Assistant- 
‘Quartermaster-General in Ceylon. 

Government has determined to take preliminary measures for making our 
great naval seaports independent of Woolwich Arsenal in the manufacture 
of warlike materials, with probably the only exceptions of the rifled guns, 
and rockets and gunpowder. Eventually, at no distant date, the sub- 
arenals at the outstations will manufacture gun-carriages, cartridges, 
tubes, bullets, caps, fuses, and the multitudinous other materials and tools 
which now compose the really alarming and formidable lists of modern 
weapons of offence and defence. 

At appears from the official return recently published that during the 
last three months nine new vessels of war have been completed at the 
various dockyards, viz., two at Chatham—the Ganymede and the Rattle. 
snake, the former of 400 horse-power and carrying 22 guns, and the latter 
of 400 horse-power and carrying 21 guns; two at Woolwich—the Hyperion, 
of 800 horse- power and carrying 26 guns, and the Pegasus, of 200 horse- 
omer and carrying 7 guns; two at Deptford —the Circassian, of 200 

jorse-power and carrying 17 guns, and the Portia, of 80 horse-pr wer and 
carrying 5 guns; at Jarrow, Newcastle-on-Tyne, the Defence, of 600 
horse-power and carrying 16 guns; at Pembroke, the Perseus, of 200 
horse-power and carrying 17 guns; and at Devonport the Cynthia, of 150 
horse-power and carrying 11 guns. During the same time seven new 
vessels have been commenced, viz., at Portamouth, the Bruiser and the 
Cromer ; at Millwall the Dromedary andthe Tamar ; at Blackwall the 
Orontes ; at Chatham the Salamis ; and at Devonport the Royalist. 

It is understood to be the intention of the Government to erect a break- 
water on the coast of Yorkshire, at Scarborough, similar to that at Port- 
land, the work to be performed by convicts sent from Chatham, Portland, 
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isons for that purpose ; and it was, it is believed,

‘The Punjab and Assaye, paddle-wheel steam vessels, the property of the 
late East India Company, having been rejected by the Board of Admi- 
ralty as unsuitable for the’ Government service, were yesterday paid off at 
Woolwich. The crews were discharged, and the vessels laid up in the 
Victoria Docks, to be disposed of by public competition. 

‘The half.yearly inspection of the various regiments and batteries of 
Artillery stationed at the camp at Aldershot, is now completed. Major- 
General Lord George Paget, C.B., commanding the Cavalry Brigade, 
has inspected the 9th, 12th, and 16th Lancers, and also the Srd and 4th 
battalions of the Military Train, although the latter corps has ceased to be 
attached to the Cavalry Brigade, and will in future report direct to head- 

warters. Colonel Gambier, C.B., commanding Royal Artillery at Al. 
Sershott, has inspected the I Battery Horse Brigade, and the © Gand 
H Batteries, forming the headquarters of the 4th Brigade. All the bat- 
teries are now supplied with Armstrong guns. The 78th Highlanders 
have been inspected by Brigadier-General Brown, and the Ist battalion 
60th Rifles by Brigadier-General Russell, C.B. In every cas: the in- 
spections are stated to have been highly satisfactory, as was to be expected 
from the efficient appearance which the regiments have presented on the 
weekly field-days. 

‘The Government, it is understood, have resolved to further increase’ the 
fortification of Shotly Point, on the opposite side of the harbour of Har- 
wich, by the erection of a fort and extensive casemated barracks, at an 
outlay of nearly £30,000. A meeting of builders willing to contract for 
the work has been held, and Messrs. Lansdown, of Bedford-place, have 
been elected surveyors for taking out the quantities. Upon the receipt of 
their report the contracts will at once be entered into. The completion 
‘of these works is said to be be imperatively called for, the spot in question 
being unprotected and offering facilities for a descent upon the coast. 

The Java, sailing frigate, 1,458 tons, built at Devonport in 1814, is 
being stripped of her copper and fittings in No. 1 dock at Portsmouth, for 
the purpose of serving as a target-ship to the Excellent in future iron- 
plate testing experiments, &c. 

Her Majesty's screw troopship Himalsya, Captain J. Seccombe, re- 
turned from Corfu on the 13th inst., with invalids, &c., having performed 
the passage there and back in less than three days. She continued her 
route to Gibraltar and England yesterday, having on board Rear-Admiral 
G. R. Mundy, C.B., who is proceeding home on sick leave, a company 
of Royal Engineers, consisting of | officer, 93 soldiers 8 women, and 14 
children,49 naval and military invalids, and others. 

In consequence of the numerous discharges of men of the Royal En- 
gineers which have taken place for some time past at Chatham, chiefly 
‘on account of their unfitness for further service, that branch of the service 
is ¢0 considerably reduced that the corps is at present about five hundred 
men below its proper strength. Recruiting for the Royal Engineers is 
accordingly proceeding as briskly as circurnstances will permit, but still 
the greatest difficulty is experienced in obtaining well-qualified mechanics, 
artificers, draughtsmen, surveyors, &c., of which clase the corps is ex- 
clusively composed. By the sanction of the Duke of Cambridge volun- 
teering from the regiments of the line for the Royal Engineers has ac- 
cordingly been opened, and numbers of young men, some of whom are 
first-rate mechanics, have solunteered for the Engineers, where the pay 
and emoluments are considerably higher than in other corps. Notwith- 
standing, however, the numbers of volunteers who have arrived at head- 
quarters, Chatham, several hundred men are still required to raise the 
companies of Engineers to their full strength, and the somewhat unusual 
course has, therefore, been adopted of opening volunteering in the cavalry 

iments, a number of men of which branch of the service—chiefly 
from the 9th (Queen's Royal) Lancers—have already volunteered. Up 
to the present time the number of volunteers from cavalry and infantry 
regiments who have arrived at the head-quarters of the Royal Engineers, 
Chatham, is close upon one hundred, the whole of whom receive the sum 
of one guinea on joining at Brompton-barracks. The volunteers as they 
arrive are attached to the 3tith company. 

An Admiraity circular has been received at Woolwich, announcing that 
a medal roll is in course of compilation of the officers and seamen who are 
‘entitled to medals and clasps for the late China war. In order to make 
the roll in question complete a list of the officers and men in each division 
ofthe Royal Marines is to be prepared, showing under the name of th 
ship in which each person served the number of clasps he claims in addi- 
tion to the medal. Should any officer or marine have been engaged in 
any active operations against the enemy between the dates of the first and 
second periods of the China war—viz., the 27th of June, 1858, and the 
lst of July, 1860, and not have been present either before or after that 
date, a separate list of such exceptions ought to accompany, but not be 
included in the roll to be forwarded.

THE MEDICAL STAFF IN CHINA. 


The following letter has been addressed to the editor of the Army and 
Navy Gazett “Sir, A War Office letter, having retrospective effect from 
‘April, 1859-60, signed by Mr. Godley, was received by the senior Com- 
missariat officer, Hong Kong, about six weeks ago, empowering the offi- 
cers of the medical staff to receive their English pay and Indian allow- 
ances of their rank ; regimental surgeons were to receive their present 
pay, no doubt considering that consolidated allowance and head money 
was a fair equivalent. ‘The word “regimental assistant-surgeon” was 
not used ; there was, therefore, some doubt whether the latter were enti- 
tledto their English pay and Indian allowances; it was decided that only 
staff assistant-surgeons were entitled; the consequence was, regimental 
assistant-surgeons, ranking as captains (six years’ service), found staff 
assistant-surgeons, ranking as lieutenants (three years’ service), in receipt 
of £10 per mensem more than they were, and that if the staff assistant- 
surgeon ranked as captain (six years’ service) he received £20 per men 
sem more. There was a case in point when the troops were before Gyo 4 
—a regimental assistan‘-surgeon of nearly one year’s seniority toa 
assistant-surgeon (both ranking as eaptuiay the’ former received £20 per 
month less than the latter, who was his junior. So much for the inter- 
pretation of Mr. Godley’s letter by the senior Commissariat officer; it 
gives us the absurd fact that two medical officers may be serving in the 
same regiment under a surgeon, both of equal military rank—captains— 
one being senior to the other, that the junior of the two is entitled to 
receive £20 per mensem more than the senior, for no earthly cause 
save that he is called a staff instead of regimental assistant-surgeon. 
‘As Mr. Godby could never have entertained such a preposterous idea, T 
will leave the fact to speak for itself. A glaring case, and penitively ini 
quitous, is at present in force in the two battalions of Royal Artillery; one, 
at Canton, is in medical charge of a regimental, and at the same time the 
senior, assistant-surgeon in China, ranking as captain (eight years’ ser- 
); the other, Hong Kong. is in medical charge of a staif assistant- 
surgeon, and nearly the junior in China, ranking as lieutenant (four 
phe service). The former receives £10 per mensem less than the 
latter for the same charge; if the staff assistant-surgeon had two years 
more service, he would be actually receiving £20 per mensem more 
than the regimental, though he would still be his junior more than one 
year. The staff assistant-surgeon who is at present doing temporary 
duty with Her Majesty's 99th, receives £20 per mensem more than 
any of the regimental assistant-surgeons, though the staff are exempt 
from all regimental expenses, such as mess, band, &¢., and a host of lesser 
monthly subscriptions.—I am, &¢., A REGIMENTAL ASSISTANT-SUBGEON.

CHEE YUI TANG.

is father is the Governor of How Chou; his eldest cousin is now the 
fourth Minister of Po Ching or Pekin ; his second cousin is now the 
Governor of Ton Hoo. ‘The professor's Chinese title is Chou Yier, sig- 
nifying Young Mandarin. He speaks fourteen dialects; is thoroughly 
acquainted with the Nan Ching and Poching, two Mandarin languages. 
He has taught seven young men the Mandarin language ; six have gone 
to China, and one is stiil studying with him, He has come to this coun- 
try for the purpose of learning the English language, manners, and cus- 
toms and gaining information necessary for promoting the most friendly 
relations between the Governments of China and Great Britain. The 
professor is a native of Ching Wha, and is twenty-eight years of age. He 
was introduced to his class at University College by Mr. Gregson, M.P.” 

MILITARY ALLOWANCES IN CHINA. 

Writing on the proposed withdrawal of some of our troops from Tien- 
tsin, the Army and Navy Gazelle stated that our forces there obtained 
Indian pay and allowances. In reply to this asertion, Colonel Dunlop 
has written the following note to the editor of that journal :—* Sir,— You 
seem totake it for granted that Her Majesty’s European troops whilst serv= 
ing in China with Indian troops must necessarily draw Indian allowances. 
What is the fact? In the year 1857, when Native and European troops 
were sent from India to China, I applied to the Secretary of State for War 
for authority to draw Indian allowances for Her Majesty’s troops then in 
China, This was decidedly refused. I next applied in my own case, as 
being actually in command of a mixed force of Her Majesty’s and East 
India Company’s troops. ‘This was also refused. When I left China 
(from ill heaith) in the summer of 1858, Her Majesty’s troops did not get 
Indian allowances. It is true that since that time asum, stated to be six 
months’ Indian allowance, hav been granted to Her Majesty's troops who 
were then in China, without regard to the length of time they bad been 
serving with those of the Company. But tor the other nine months 
(during a considerable portion of which time I had Indian troops under’ 
my command) neither I nor the other officers serving with me received 
any Indian allowances. —I am, &¢., F. Dustop, Colonel Royal Artillery.”

Those who made the regulations contained in the treaty have perhaps not 
fully appreciated the genius of Chinese finance, and this consideration 
m es us suspect that the Foreign Customs Collectorate will never work 
with perfect smoothness, and never succeed in satisfying any but the im. 
perial mind, if it ever achieve that much. The loss of the coasting trade 
in foreign bottoms is a severe, as well as a most unex, d blow to trade 
in China. It happened in this wise; the people at Peking sent down an 
order one day to the Custom-house at Canton, directing that no more 
exemption certificates should be issued by the authorities there, the effect 
of which order was to render import dues exigible at, say Shanghai, on 
goods which had paid export ducs at Ningpo; and, as the native 
craft, though treated in the same manner, pay greatly smaller dues than 
foreign vessels, the carrying trade from port to port has passed into their 
hands. It is in such respects as this that the Treaty wants mending, and 
a very slight change would be sufficient to restore a share of the coasting 
trade to foreign ships, and with it increased facilities for commerce. It is 
not necessary to suppose that the Chinese desire to protect the trade of 
their native craft, the whole thing is accounted for easily enough on other 
grounds. As it was before, when the exemption certificates were is- 
sued, we had this advantage over the native craft—that they had to 
pay, at every port they visited, certain duties to their own Custom-houre, 
and as we escaped that, there was cause of complaint. Now we 
have to pay import duties at every port we visit, be the number of 

rts what it may, but such duties, collected as they are bya different 

louse and under a different system, are large compared with the Chinese 
duties, so that we are now at a greater disadvantage in this branch of trade 
than the Chinese were before. _It would be easy to remedy this by levying 
equal dues from Chinamen and foreigner in the trade from port to port 
In taking another glance at the Chamber's recent statement, we are struck 
with the irrelevancy of those paragraphs which reflect upon the prudence 
of having the Foreign Customs collected by Englishmen at all. It is diffi 
cult to see what difference that can make to the fair trader who desires to 
pay the proper dues. They tell us that at Canton and Swatow the natives 
are averse to it as a foreign institution; and that the collisions 
arising from repression, and the employment by the Foreign 
custom of an armed force, is likely to lead to the “ ate complications,” 
There is a suspicious diplomatic air about the last phrase which we 
would rather not see, but the Chamber surely cannot mean that smuggling 
may not sometimes called for armed repression. We are told, too, that 
they dislike being taxed by foreigners ; well, that is their own affair, we 
suppose they caa dismiss every foreigner in the Customs service to-morrow ; 
most people dislike being taxed at all. We should have it fully settled 
how far these foreigners in Chinese pay are answerable for any of their 
wrong-doings to the English ; but the use of foreigners at all in that ser- 
vice is not a matter that the Chamber can bring forward as a grievance, 
and to grievances, and well-authenticated grievances only, should all 
“statements” at present be confined.

RUSSIAN ENCROACHMENTS IN THE FAR EAST. 


The Russians appear to be indefatigable in their endeavours to occup: 
every position of importance in these northern seas, and without mucl 
regard to the rights of others. Under pretence of surveying they are 
quietly establishing themselves on the Island of Tsn- Sima, between Japan 
and the Corea, and have built there storehouses and a hospital. Aglance 
at the map will show the importance of the island as a naval station, pus- 
sessed as it is of magnificent harbours, and lying within two days’ run of 
Shanghai and Nagasaki by steam. Admiral Hope has lately paid it a 
visit, and found a Russian man-of-war there, and the establishment above- 
named. The island is the property of one of the great Daimios of Japan, 
and it is believed that some high-handed doings of the Russians, who are 
there without the smallest sanction from the Japanese, inflamed the hos- 
tility of the Princes against foreigners generally, and led to the late lament- 
able attack on the British Legation, 








{ OPENING OF TANG-CHAU AND NEW-CHWANG. 


‘The same correspondent also writes: —The opening under the treaty of 
Tien-tsin of the two ports, Tang-chau and New. Chwang, in the Gulf of 
Pecheli, is made of no value to foreign trade. by the 4th clause of the 5th 
rule, appended to the treaty tariffs, which declares that “the export of 
pulse and bean cake from Tang chau and New-chwang under the British 
flag is prohibited. From any other of the open ports they may be 
sbipped on payment of the taritf duty, either to other ports of China or to 

reign countries.” The only returns from these ports for imports are 
Pulse and bean cake, and as no man would entrust his property to unin- 
Surable Chinese junks, the ports are virtually closed, It is difficult to see

TRIALS OF THE WARRIOR, 

The Warrior, the first afloat of England’s iron-clad navy, made her 
first experimental trip outside the Isle of Wight on the 14th inst. The 
Sami and navy were well sepresented, on board. On clearing the 
Isle of Wight, the swell of the Channel was sensibly felt on board; but. 
the disposition of the ship appeared to be rather to lift to the swell than 
roll in it. When, however, taking the seas under her quarter her move- 
ments became sufficiently lively to promise a fair roll on some future oc. 
casion. Fairly clear of the Tand,{the revolutions of the engines were 
gradually increased until they reached 52. The engines did their work 
well, and with little noise, The log gave the vessel the speed of 124 
knots, The Warrior, even at this rate, contrasted favourably with pre- 
vious war shi Her readiness in answering her helm, as demonstrated 
by the time in which she made the circles, and the performance of 
her splendid machinery, rendered this preliminary performance quite a 
success. 

‘The official trial of the speed of the Warrior was made on the 17th inst. at 
the measured mile in Stokes Bay, Portsmouth. Representatives of various 
interests connected with the vessel were on board, Government was re- 
presented by Sir John Pakington, with whom the order for the vessel 
originated. ~The weather was exceedingly favourable for the trial, a nice 
breeze off the land giving smooth water along the ship's course. The 
ship's head having been laid for the run, the five miles gave the following 
results, the ship going westward with and eastward against the tide :— 
First mean speeds in knots, 14:338, 14:338, 14-46, 14278, 14-343 ; 
second mean speeds, 14°338, 14-400, 14-370, 14°310; true mean speed 
—that is, the actual speed attained by the ship as shown by the results of 
her six miles’ trial—14-354 knots. _ It was on the fifth run the revolutions. 
of theengines reached their maximum. The average time was thus 4 
min. 22 sec., and the average speed, as we make it, 14-382 knots, and 
the average revolution 544. The pressure was 21 to 22 Iba. The official 
average corrected for “true mean" is 14-354 knots, or more than 16} 
miles. This is the greatest speed ever attained by any vessel of war. 
Mail steamers, which are intended to carry nothing but the postal parcels 
and a limited number of passengers, .have indeed.done more than 
this on their trial; but no ship either in the British or in any foreign 
navy has come up to it, except it be the Gloire on a certain mythical 
passsee from Cherbourg to Brest. The Warrior, if furnished with a 

eak, could run down an enemy without Armstrong’s guns, Her actual 
horse-power, as indicated, was shown to be about four times and a-half 
her nominal horse-power. The engines worked in a most satisfactory 
manner. There was a total absence of vibration in the ship, the only 
feeling approaching to that great destroyer of our steam ships of war 
being the mere beat of the screw in its revolutions through the water. 
At the conclusion of the trial, Captain Cochrane, entertained Sir John 
Pakington and his other guests at luncheon, when gratulations were inter- 


changed. 














SHAM FIGHT NEAR DOVER. 

His Royal Highness the Commander-in-Chief left London on the 14th 
inst., on a tour of inspection of the troops in the south-eastern district, 
and arriving in Dover at eleven o'clock proceeded shortly afterwards to 
the heights between Dover and Folkestone, where were assembled more 
than 4,000 troops of all arms from Dover garrison and Shorncliff camp, 
under the command of Major-General the Hon. A. A. Dalzell. His Royal 
Highness arrived on the ground about halfast twelve, accompanied by 
Major-General Sir Richard Airey, K.C.B., Brigadier-General Garvock, 
Major-General Stotherd, Major the Honourable W. Colville, Captain 
the Honourable C. Chetwynd, &c. The troops being formed 
in close columns were at once inspected by His Royal Highness, 
and were then marched off the ground to attack a supposed enemy, ad~ 
vancing from Dover. The ground is adninbly adapted for” feld 
manceuvres, being large open downs, falling to a hollow from the sea, the 
Dover-road being in the hollow, and a ravine crossing the line at right 
angles with the road. A deserted coastguard station on the Round Down- 
hill to the right was the first point of attack. The 10th Regiment 
deployed in line, in skirmishing order, covering two batteries of artillery 
on the right, and a battery on Hougham-hill to the left, a troop of Hussars 
being on each wing of the party on Round Down-hill. The enemy were 
soon driven from the shelier of the coastguard station and pursued along 
the hill and down the ravine, the 21st being in the first line of reserve, the 
25th in the second line, and the 64th in the rear. On Hougham-hill, to 
the left, the 10th were supported by the Buffs, the Artillery forming the 
second line. At the bottom of the ravine the 2lst advanced to the front, 
relieving the 10th, and pursued the enemy to the top of the next hill, 
where they charged with a lusty cheer. ‘Then the 25th took the front, and 
at last the 64th. On the left the Buffs had relieved the 10th, and with the 
battery in a securely sheltered nook on its extreme left, drove the enemy 
up the hill on the right. When they had pursued the enemy to the top, 
the 64th ceased its fire, and the Artillery coming up to the support of the 
Buffs, a continued fire in line was kept up. The efiemty at last took refuge 
behind some widely seperated haystacks near the cliff, and at length the 
Hussars, in compact body, charged down from the left, and cut up the. 
invisible enemy, thus finishing the fight. After half an hour's rest the 
troops forined up and then marched past in grand divisions in quick time, 
the duke expressing aloud his approval to each company as it passed, with 
the exception of the companies of the 64th, in which one hundred and 
fifty marched who had joined the regiment only on Saturday last.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
in every year anticipates in his Budget s certain revenue, and all we have 
to look for in the quarter's returns is an answer to the simple question, ‘Is 
he getting that revenue ?” 

“Mr. Gladstone made an estimate of the revenue of the year ‘(the

“ Thia gives an apparent deficiency of £900,000, but £875,000 is caused 
by the Chinese indemnity, which is not yet pais and nearly a half by the 
diminution in the excise, which is attributable to the bad barley harvest of 
last year, and will probably be in part made up by the good barley harvest 
of the present year. A great deal, however, must be so made 
up, because during next half-year we fear the receipts of the 
revenue from the ordinary prosperity and general consumption of the 
country will not be so great as have been brought to the credit of the ac- 
count during this half-year. The income of the property tax is also less 
than it should be for the present half-year, in consequence of some anome- 
lies in the mode of collection, which will be made up, it is anticipated, dur- 
ing the next half-year.

For some few months past the effects of the unfortunate 
Civil War in the United States has very seriously affected 
commercial matters in the Brazils, but more particularly Rio 
Janeiro, from which place both the Northern and Southern 
States draw their principal supplies of Coffee. The shipments 
of Coffee direct from Rio Janeiro to New Orleans and Mo- 
Dile, is estimated to amount annually to 200,000 bags, and to 
the entire States nearly 1,000,000, or almost one-half of the 
whole crop of Coffee raised in Rio. The blockade of the 
Southern ports prevents any shipments, and very small ship- 
ments are made to the Northern ports. Coffee has conse- 
quently decreased in value upwards of 30 per cent., and from 
their financial affairs being thus disturbed, the exchange has 
fallen from 264d. per milrea to 24d. Remittances to this 
country by reason of the low exchange, had been very small, 
and outward shipments of British goods to the Brazils are con- 
sequently reduced to a large extent. .

Common to good Ho-Hows 
and Ning-Chows are }d. to Id. het lb. dearer, in the absence of arrivals, 
as also second-class Monings and Wopaks ; fine of these kinds are also 
dearer. Good and fine Kaisows of new season continue to sell freely at 
fully the opening prices—Is. 10d. to 2s. 8d. per Ib. for the bulk, with a 
few from 28, 4d. to 2s. Gd. per Ib. Tayshans have been more saleable at 

d. per Ib. advance. Fine Souchongs of the new season have been but 
little dealt in ; otherkinds show no material change, Fine Oolongs of new 
season have sold readily at Is. 11d. to 2s. Sd. per Ib. Common to fair 
have been rather more in demand. Flowery Pekoes have beer taken to 
a considerable extent on speculation at a rise of Id. to 2d. per Ib. Com- 
mon to fair scented Teas continue in limited demand, but prices for Caper 
are rather higher. Good and fine are in demand, and the new teas from 
Foo Chow have been taken readily at very full prices. Orange Pekoes 
up to 8s. Id, per Ib., and Capers 2s. 8d, per 1b, Uncoloured Japan tess, 
‘ex James Lemon have sold freely at higher prices. Green teas have been 
taken readily for all the grades up to 2s, 6d. per Ib., though the very high 

ices ruling have latterly given way, to the extent of Id. per lb. Fine 
Moyunes, though relatively cheap, have been less ready of sale; the 
prices ranging from 2s, 11d. to 3s. Id, per Ib. for -Gunpowders, and 
Qs. Gd. to %. 8d. for young Hysons, and upon which the trade find it 
difficult to get aprofit. There have been three public sales, comprising 
16,500 packages, of which 7,600 packages were sold, including 5,850 
packages without reserve. 

SILK.—Although some little business has been doing, it must not be 
set down as a marked and permanent improvement, but considered from 
this point, that manufacturers, both home and foreign (being bare of 
stock), are compelled to come into the market for the small quantity 
they require. Certainly warehousemen, both in London and Manchester, 
‘have been rather busier the last week or two, and this, perhaps, has caused 
@ more sanguine feeling amongst certain classes of silk manufacturers, 
leading them to anticipate good results to their trade from the admission 
of English silk fabries into France. This good result, however, if French 
accounts are to be relied on at all, seems not quite sv certain as at first 
stated. The public sales on the 29rd and 24th inst. went off with their 
usual quietness, and few or no biddings were made, except for damaged 
lots, and a few parcels of Japan silk, The prices are just those current 
by private contract.

‘The quantity brought forward was, China, 6,143 bales; Can- 
ton, 537 bales ; thrown, 130 bales; and Japan, 726 bales.
